Washington—The international sit- 


uation grows more complicated for the 
United States. Hardly a cabinet meet- 
ing passes without some discussion of 
the grave effects which an unstable 
•Europe id having upon the admitted 
need of markets abroad for the farm 
ers and producers of America. The 
intrigues of 
European 
diplomacy 


reach into the heart of the Washing 
ton conference itself 
where if 
the 
truth be told the 
disillusionment of 


American officials as to the possibility 
of making Europe see things from a 
broad and disinterested viewpoint has 
been complete. 


SOME DISHEARTENED 


Tho British have taken a far seeing 


..-attitude but they are 
enmeshed in 


controversies with France and con 
tinental powers which do not permit 
of as friendly a 
viewpoint toward 


China as might be desirable. The re- 
sults of the Washington conference 
cannot even now be estimated. Some 
observers are growing 
disheartened 


and pessimistic. Some believe -much 
has been accomplished and that thc 
conference is a tremendous success. 
It all depends upon what one's ex- 
pectations were. The texts of thc 
treaties are not yet complete. Until 
they are disclosed and analyzed, judg- 
ment is more or less futile for they 
must be viewed in 
their entirety. 


When all is said and done they will 
represent only the -amount of progress 
which lias been made since 1919 in 
paring down selflsh nationalisms. 


The United' States entered 
the 


Washington conference as it did the 
Paris conference 'With unselfish pur- 
poses "a.nd clean hands and conies out 


' matter "of debate whether more could 


hs,ve''-l>een accomplished by this or 
that' maneuver or strategy but the 
prevalent feeling is that thc Ameri- 
can delegation again showed the world 
that unskilled as the diplomats of the 
United States •" " be in thc trick of 
bargaining, mi: , .en as 
they may 


have been to deal with all the cards 
face up, thc course they adopted for 
themselves will bear the scrutiny of 
history and the fault for the lack of 
achievement 'will not bo difficult to 
locate.

But th© maelstrom of proposals and 


debates keeps thc government here on

The cabinet is plainly anxious 
to see something done in Europe to 
pave the way for economic reconstruc- 
tion. Not a word has been said or will 
be said for some time about the invi- 


. . tation to the United Stales to attend 


the Genoa conference. France is in 
the throes of governmental transition. 
There is no disposition to hurry 
matters. The new Poincarc ministry 
in France must have time to get its 
bearings but if literal 
fulfillment of 


the Versailles treaty turns out to be 
the real purpose of France, if it means 
the military occupation of more ter- 
ritory on the Rhine, thc United States 
will not stand by silently and permit 
the American attitude to be construed 
as. passively affirmative. 


MAY RECALL TROOPS 


American troops still remain on the 


Rhine as the 
embodiment of allied 


unity and as the index of our moral 
sympathy with thc general principle 
that Germany must fulfill her treaty 
obligations. Thc chances arc that the 


1 first move ,on the part of France to 


coerce Germany will be met by a con- 
gressional demand for immediate with- 
drawal of American forces. Such a 
step has long been feared by 
thc 


French as aligning tho United States 
with Germany. Thc events of the next 
few days will give tho key to 
thc 


American government. For the mo- 
ment, everybody is waiting to 
see 


what the Poincarc policy really moans 
in actual practice.

EFFECT BELIEVED GOOD 


In this way thc United States gov- 


ernment can submit to the senate the 
fruits of the conference in imposing 
unit. Leaders believe the psycholog- 
ical effect of such a move will be good, 
lessening to some degree the opposi- 
tion of certain groups which may be 
reluctant to attack Far Eastern set- 
tlements for fear that their action 
might be considered as opposition to 
limitation of naval armament. 


The United Press Saturday obtained 


the text of thc clause outlining the 
action the powers would take in the 
event of war. It reads: 


MAY SUSPEND TREATY 


"When any contracting power shall 


become engaged in a war which in its 
opinion affects the naval defense of 
its national security, such power may 
after notice to the other contracting 
powers suspend for the period of hos- 
tilities its obligations under the pres- 
ent treaty » « * provided that such 
power shall notify the other contract- 
ing parties that the emergency is of 
such character as to require such, 
suspension. 


"The remaining powers 
shall 
in 


such case consult together with a view 
to agreement as to what temporary 
modifications, if any, should be made 
in the treaty as between themselves. 
Should such consultation not produce 
agreement, duly made in accordance 
with the constitutional methods of the 
respective powers, any one of 
the 


said contracting powers may, by giv- 
ing notice to the other contracting 
powers, suspend for the period of hos- 
tilities its obligations under the pres- 
ent treaty. 


"On the cessation of hostilities the 


contracting powers will meet in con- 
ference to consider what modifications, 
if any, should be made in the provi- 
.sions of the present treaty."

United States Survey Shows 


Employment 
Conditions 


Improving Slowly

Washington—General working con 


ditions have been slightly bettered, n 
survey of thc industrial situation ant 
employment in 14 industries issued 
by the department of labor Saturdaj 
showed. 


In eight industries there \vere in 


creases in tho number of men e.pi 
ployed. In six there were decreases 
The comparisons are based on figures 
for December, 1920, arid 1921. 


The iron and steel industry showet 


the greatest decrease with 29.3 pe 
cent less men employed in December 
1921. than in December, 1920. Th 
wool industry displayed the greates 
climb with an average of 119.9 pc 
cent.
